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MAY IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY, 

T he Act of 5 & 6 Viet. c. 106, for the Protection of the Irish Fisheries, was 
passed during the latter period of the last Session of Parliament ; and we 
have since then been anxiously engaged in endeavours to carry into effect that 
part of its provisions dependant upon this Board. 

Our progr ess has not been so rapii^ as wp cnnlrl paiifly 

the principles of the measure being vWy essentially new in Ireland, they required 
much information to be procured, and much consideration before the mode of 
applying them could be decided upon ; partly, because mistaken or very im- 
perfect views of the bearing of the Act were taken by many wnth whom we had 
to communicate ; and partly, because of the number of matters to be regulated 
at the commencement of a measure of this nature. 

By a reference to the Act it will be perceived that the principle adopted has 
been one of non-interference by Government; to make the provisions as definite 
as possible, to the effect that the public in general might have tlie power of 
causing it to be enforced, the intervention of the Commissioners being only 
admitted as an authority for deciding matters that are of a nature varying 
according to localities or circumstances, and that consequently could not he 
defined in the Act. 

The great pressure of references on those matters calling for the decision of 
the Commissioners, is of course early ; but as in almost all, if the Commissioners 
can come to right conclusions, the arrangements made by them will be perma- 
nent, it is to be expected that, after the first two or three yeai’s, the business 
vs^ill be reduced to a very few matters, calling for occasional consideration 
onl^L 

This, it may be presumed, was the ground for confiding tlie charge to an 
existing department having other duties, instead of organizing a new Board for 
the purpose, as would have been required had a principle of more active and 
minute interference been adopted. 

The principal subjects calling for the Commissioners’ attention have been — 

1. Framing* Regulations for the Registration of Fishing Vessels. 

2. Regulating locally the use of Trawls and Trammel Nets. 

3. Defining Mouths of Rivers for the purposes of this Act. 

4. • Making arrangements for the Accounts connected with Fines. 

5. Regulating the Condition of Mill-dams and Fishery Weirs, tfs regards 
conformity with the Provisions of the Act. 

Besides other miscellaneous matters that have been submitted to the Board. 
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1. Registration of Fishing Vessels. 

The registry of fishing vessels could not be effected without the agency 
of the Coast Guard, unless at a very great expense; and although that depart- 
ment has shown every desire to co-operate in the measures for the encouragement 
of the Fisheries, still it required some time to concert with the head of it, and 
to obtain the sanction of the Board of Customs, as to the arrangements necessary 
for this purpose. 

The coast has been divided into districts; certificates and forms have at 
length been prepared, and are printed, and instructions about to be given for 
this particular object, copies of all which will be found in the Appendix, 
Nos. 1 , 2 , 3 , and 4 . 

Besides this operation of obtaining the registry of the fishing vessels, the 
Coast Guard have general powers given to them in the Act for enforcing the 
provisions of the measure, so far as can be done consistently with their other 
duties, and as shall be sanctioned by the Board of Customs. 

This will enable that department, which is spread all round the coast, to 
afford very important aid in the preservation of order ; in the protection of the 
weak, and in the maintenance of many useful regulations for the benefit of the 
Fisheries, among the vessels afloat, which have hitherto been subject to no regular 
control. 

The manner and extent of the services they will so undertalte will be subject 
to their own regulations, under the sanction of the superior Board of Customs. 

A copy of the Act of Parliament has been provided by this Board for each 
station and vessel, being 213 in number. 

2. Trawling and Trammel Nets. 

The introduction of trawls and trammel nets lias for years been regarded 
with great jealousy by the fishermen along the coast of Ireland, who felt 
inclined to continue their long-established habits, or were unable to pursue the 
iiewsystem. 

Preceding Acts of Parliament so far conceded to their views as to admit of 
trawls and trammels, to be used as an exception ; that is, in such places only as 
might be formally authorised. 

The present Act, however, is founded on a different principle, and makes the 
restriction on any mode of fishing in the sea the exception, and consequently 
admits of these implements being used everywhere, excepting where they shall 
be formally prohibited by a bye-law. 

The consequence has been applications to the Commissioners from several 
of the principal Fishery communities on the coast to apply restrictions to their 
^ployinent, or rather to prohibit them altogether in those several localities. 
Thus there have been applications against trawls from Dublin and Galway, and 
against trammels and trawls from Kinsale and Dungarvau. 

In all these cases we have, by ourselves, or by our inspectors, made every neces- 
sary inquiry on the spot, usually calling a meeting by public notice for the pur- 
pose of obtaining information, and having the matters discussed ; and the gene- 
ral result we have come to from the information so collected, and from printed 
documents, and more particularly from the Report of the Commissioners of 
Enquiry into the State of the Fisheries iu 1836 , from whose opinions on this 
subject we see no reason to dissent, is — 

1 . That the greatest caution should be used in applying restrictions on any 
mode of fishing in so vast a field as the open sea, and that it should only be 
done on very certain grounds. 

2. That the extent to which the trawls and trammels are used prove that they 
are productive and profitable modes of fishing, and consequently should meet 
with encouragement, on public grounds. 

3 . That the arguments put forward for an absolute prohibition of tliera are 
founded on prejudices and vague theories, not by any means confirmed by facts. 

4. That although it would be greatly to be regretted that the extension of the 
use of these or any other improved modes of fishing should injure the interests 
of any other class, by increasing the produce and lowering prices, particularly 
if that should be a poorer class, such reason cannot be admitted as ah argument 
foi their being suppressed. At the same time, there are cases where we have 
considered that a certain degree of restriction ought to be applied, such as of 
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small bays of comparatively shallow water, or the narrow entrances of deep inlets; 
the indiscriminate use of trawls or trammels in such confined waters might tend 
to prevent the fish from congregating in these sheltered spots (where they can 
be most easily followed), and pai-tialiy from entering them ; it would be therefore 
tantamount to reducing, by so much, the available extent of coast, while at the 
same time a restriction in such places is of no great consequence to the parties 
using those implements, and has a great incidental advantage of protecting, for 
a great extent, the poorer class of line fishermen, who have only small boats, 
from the injurious effect of trawls on their lines. 

The use of trawls in Dublin Bay has been restricted on this principle by bye- 
law, which, having been made the subject of appeal to the Privy Council, was 
confirmed. 

Arrangements are making to fix the limits for trawls and trammels at Galway, 
Kinsale, and Dungarvan, in a similar manner. 

3. Defining Mouths of Rwers. 

Three applications have been received for defining the mouths of rivers : — 

1 . That of the Owen-o-vara, in the county of Wexford. 

2. That of the Liffey, county of Dublin. 

3. That of the Laune, county of Kerry. 

The two former have been decided, and due notices promulgated, and an officer 
is now making investigations regarding the third. 

4. Collection of Fines. 

The Act provides, that one-half of all fines levied under the provisions shall 
be paid to the Commissioners, the amount to be applied towards the expenses 
of the Commission; and the 107th and 109th clauses define the manner in 
which the clerks of petty sessions shall account to the Commissioners for the 
monies so received. 

We had the honour to repo rt to your Excellency on the 12th Decemb er on 
the difiiciilties we found in this proceeding^, wmcu we beg to repeat, tiuding 
from experience our remarks folly confirmed. 

On making the arrangements for carrying this part of tlie measure into effect, 
it was found that the petty sessions clerks in Ireland are 557 in number, and 
that there must be a correspondence with each, periodical returns from each, 
and accounts with a great many of them ; all of these accounts will be for very 
small sums, and probably for long intervals, as regards each. 

As the object is the prevention of offences, it is to be hoped and expected that 
after a few examples made,, but a small aggi’egate amount will be raised in this 
manner, while the office work would remain nearly the same. 

Thus a vast and complicated account, and much correspondence, will be 
required, for no compensating value. 

To elucidate this, we refer to an account abstracted from the various returns 
we have received, by which it will be seen that out of 130L lOs. 'Id., being 
one-half of the amount of fines imposed during about five months, only 1 9 Z. 1 5 s.. Id. 
has been accounted for, a great part being annulled by the parties suffering the 
alternative of imprisonment; some are subjects of appeal;, and in many, doubts 
remain wffiether the fines would be paid or not. 

It cannot be supposed, under the above stated circumstances and arrangements, 
tliat this fund will nearly pay even the cost of collection. 

In place of this system, we. beg to suggest that by the existing arrangements 
regarding fines in general, the principal intention of securing to the public one- 
half of the amount of the fines to be levied under this Act, can be obtained with 
no increase of establishment, office work, or expense, by simply directing these 
fines to be collected,, and accounted for, as all others are, through the police ; paid 
into the hands of the Paymaster of Civil Services, and checked by entry into the 
general returns now made periodically by the clerks of petty sessions to the chief 
remembrancer. 

5 . Regulating the Condition of Mill-dams and Fishery Weirs. 

Upon the due enforcement of tlie provisions of the Act in this respect depends 
much of its success in promoting and improving the Salmon Fisheries, by allowing 
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a certain passage for the free migration of the fish during both the open and 
close seasons, and by allowing the persons living near the upper parts of rivers 
some degree of interest in the Fisheries, to promote a community of interests 
between them and those interested in the Salmon Fisheries on the lower parts of 
rivers and along the sea-coast, by which means alone it appears to us tlie requisite 
protection of the breeding fish during close season can be secured, and conse- 
quently a system for the progressive improvement of this Fishery established on 
a firm basis. 

The principle we have adopted generally in these cases is that of interfering 
only upon application made, which is the course specially directed by the Act 
as regards mill-weirs, and cases where the parties applying are required to de- 
posit the sum requisite for defrajdng the expenses of any examination ; and in 
most other cases where the powers of enforcing the provisions of the Act may be 
exercised by persons interested in the Fishery of the locality, it has appeared to 
us the most suitable course to adopt, as, until complaint or application is made 
to us, we cannot be aware of the existence of any irregularity. 

On this subject we have received applications from the Suir and Blackwater 
Associations, with respect to mills at Clonmel, Glandillane, and Fermoy, and 
have had an inspection and survey made of these \veirs, and designs made of 
passages for the migration of fish, which we consider will answer that purpose, 
without injury to the mill-power. We have also recently had an application 
from the River Bandon Association, with respect to mills at Bandon, and an 
inspection is now being made in that case. 

On the occasions of making inspections under this Act, opportunities have 
been afforded to explain to parties the bearing and meaning of the Act of Par- 
liament, and much excitement between conflicting interests has been allayed, 
and in sopae recent cases threatened breaches of the peace prevented, by the 
interposition of our officers as impartial arbitrators between the opposing 
parties. 

Among the miscellaneous matters referred to us has been a memorial from the 
fishermen of the neighbourhood of Gleninagh, in the Bay of. Gal way, county 
of Clare, on a matter of some interest to the Fisheries, the landed proprietors 
having exerted an assumed right of impeding or preventing their obtaining bait 
from the strand between high and low-water mark ; in which practice the fisher- 
men assert they had not been obstructed previously from time immemorial. A 
right w'as also claimed of placing rocks or stones on the beach, so as to collect 
more sea-w^eed, which would have the effect of reducing the available beach from 
whence the bait is obtained. 

As the question involved one of property, title, and right, we could not inter- 
fere excepting by endeavouring to allay the great excitement which existed on 
the subject, and by giving assurances that we would endeavour, inasmuch as 
in us lay, to assist in establishing the fishermen in any just rights they might 
have. ® 

^ With regard to the Sea Fisheries, the provisions of the Act are generally 
simple, and it is to be hoped may be successfully carried out, and that they may 
be rendered advantageous by more specifically defining the law, which was the 
great desideratum. 

^ But with respect to the Inland or Salmon Fishery, there are still many sub- 
jects ot contention and differences. 

The first of these arises from the conflicting interests of the proprietors of the 
upper rivers and fishermen in general, with those in possession of established 
salmon-weirs in the rivei'S, or of stake-nets on the coast. 

Another regards the opposition given to poaching, and other practices pro- 
scribed by the law as it now stands, particularly as regards the observance of the 
' close season. 

The endeavour in framing the Act has evidently been to open the modes of 
tsfamg in such manner as to admit of the greatest supply of fish being obtained 
by the public, while each should be under such partial restrictions as might tend 
to the preservation and increase of the breed, and enable all those who could 
reasonably claim the right, to participate in the Fishery in a greater degree than 
they had even done previously. ° 

There was for some time a very prevailing impression that it now became the 
duty ot this Board to appoint inspectors and to regulate all the inland Fisheries, 
and very numerous applications for such appointments were received from various 

quarters, 
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quarters, and many requisitions were made on the Commissioners to interfere in 
the maintenance of the law ; explanations were necessary to those requisitions, 
that the maintenance of the law was now with the public or with parties inte- 
rested, and that the only duty of the Board was, in a few specified cases, for 
reconciling different interests. 

The proprietors of rivers have in many cases since formed themselves into 
associations for the preservation of tlie fish, and for carrying the Act generally 
into effect. 

Although we have no reason to doubt the proceedings of these associations 
being strictly according to law, we fear that in some degree, possibly from mis- 
apprehension of their intentions, and in some parts from over zeal in tbe 
management, an injurious resistance and excitement have been created against 
it. The associations are composed chiefly of the class of proprietors of land 
along the rivers, and their efforts directed against offences contrary to the Act 
during close season, caused many of the poorer order to be convicted in fines or 
imprisonment, who probabl}” conceived that they would be similarly restrained 
during the open season, and thus created an impression, an erroneous one, 
certainly, that the law was one for the advantage of the rich, and an additional 
source of coercion on the poor. 

By judicious explanation, it may be shown that this is far from the case ; on 
the contrary, every attempt seems to have been made to confer all reasonable 
rights on the poorer orders. No qualification is required for fishing in any 
way ; no restriction that did not previously exist has been put on the right to 
angle ; several rights are conferred on tenants of lands adjoining rivers and 
tideways ; and all the poorer class of fishemen who depend upon salmon 
flsliing in the tideways, and in common public fisheries, have all their rights 
strictly preserved by the Act, and will reap the first fruits of a strict observance 
of the law; consequently it should be considered that it is for the interest of all 
classes to prevent poaching and irregular acts that are forbidden by the law. 

It is to be hoped that in the course of time this will be more generally under- 
stood and experienced, and that whilst associations continue zealously and 
steadily t(Teliforce the" more -import'ant provisions tue Act tor the b'ehefit of 
the public, they will endeavour to explain their benefit to the poorer classes, 
•and even to protect and w'atch over their interest by inducing some of the 
regular fishermen to join the associations for these purposes. 

Since the passing of the Act, the expenses incurred by the associations or 
other parties desirous of enforcing its provisions, have been borne by voluntary 
subscription ; but as that mode is considered to be unjust, and is foimd to be 
inconvenient and inadequate, a very general desire is expressed to have an Act 
of Parliament for an assessment on all persons deriving benefit from the Fisheries. 

Although the necessity for such a provision is already becoming apparent from 
the opening of the Fisheries under the provisions of the Act, yet there are many 
difiacnlties in the way of framing an assessment, which, whilst it wdll be equi- 
table, will be free from vexation in its operation. 

By the 112 th clause of the Act, the Commissioners are required to introduce 
such statistical account of the Fisheries as may be practicable or may be directed 
by your Excellency. 

The Commissioners understand this to be to the extent of collecting such 
information as they can conveniently, and not to employ distinct means fox the 
purpose, unless otherwise directed by your Excellency. 

An account for this service, up to the 31st of December 1842, is inserted in the 
Appendix.

NOTICE to Boat Owners on Registry and Marking of Boats. 

The Commissioners of Fisheries appointed by the Act of 5 & 6 Viet. c. 106, hereby give 
notice, that instructions have been given by the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Customs, 
to the officers in charge of the Coast Guard stations, to carry into effect the regulations 
specified by the Act for the registration and marking of all vessels and boats used for fish- 
ing on any part of the coast of Ireland, or within any estuary thereof. And all owners of 
boats are hereby informed, that on applying to the officer in charge of the nearest Coast 
Guard station, they will procure a certificate of registry, showing the letter and number 
assigned to each boat. 

The following Regulations must be strictly attended to ; and any owner of a vessel or 
boat neglecting to comply with them^ will be liable, under the provisions of the Act, to a 
penalty not exceeding 10 1. 

1. All letters and numbers required by the Act of 5 Sc 6 Viet. c. 106, to be painted on 
boats or vessels, to be of a wliite colour on a dark ground. 

2. All letters and numbers required to be painted on sails to be of a black colour when 
painted on white, grey, or other light-coloured sails, and of a white colour when painted, on 
dark-coloured sails. 

3. The registered number and letter of the district to be painted on the centre of the 
mainsail of each boat. 

4. The registered number and distiict letter to be painted on each bow of every vessel 
and boat. 

5. On the sails, the letter of the district to be placed over the registered number, 
thus A 

6. On the hulls of boats the district letter to be placed before the registered number, 

thus— A 10 . =. j 

7. The following to be the dimensious of the letters and numbers to be painted on all 
fashing vessels and boats. 

For all vessels, hookers, wherries, and others navigated by sails with fixed masts and 
ngging, the district letter and number on the sail shall be each at least two feet in leno th ; 
those on the bows 16 inches in length. 

For all yawls and boats navigated by means of more than two oars, or the occasional use 
ot smls, the letters and numbers not to be less than 15 inches in length on the sail, and on 
the bows of the same, nine inches. On the sterns of the two above-mentioned classes of 
boats, the name of the vessel, the name of the owner, and the port to which she belongs, to 
be painted m letters of not less than three inches in length. 

For all boats, curraghs, &c. navigated with not more than two oars, the length of letters 
and numbers on the bows’ not to be less than six inches. 

8. On all buoys or small boards attached to nete or long lines, the district letter and 
registered number to be painted not less in length than two inches each. 

A fee of is. shall be paid for registry of all first-class or sail-boats, and a fee of 3rf. for 
mw-boats, to be paid by the parties on receiving the certificate of registry at the nearest 
Coast Guard station.

ARRANGEMENTS approved by the Commissioners of Customs for the Registry of 
Fishing Vessels and Boats on the Coast of Ireland. 

In accordance with the loth section of the 5 th and 6th Victoria, chap. 106, the coast of 
Ireland is divided into district coterminous with those of the inspecting commanders of the 
Coast Guard service, which are named and distinguished by letters as shown in the accom- 
panying schedule. ' 

In each district a book or registry according to form (Paper, No. 2,) is to he kept at 
the office or residence of the inspecting commander of the district, such officer having 
been appointed by the Commissioners of Public Works the registering officer of the districf; 
at each station within such district the officer in charge is to keep a book of application to 
register. 

Upon application to the officer at each station, by any fishing-boat owner, within the 
limits of such station, the officer will fill an, application to register, and its duplicate, as in 
the book. 

One copy thereof, when signed by the applicant, is to be forwarded by such officer to the 
inspecting commander for the district, and the other copy to be kept at the station. 

Upon receipt of ^uch application the registering officer is to have the particulars entered 
from the form of application into the registry book, and to allot the particular number to 
such boat in the order of application, and date and sign the registry, and fill a fonn of 
certificate, and forward same to the officer from whom he shall have received the applica- 
tion, and the officer is requested to enforce the numbering and lettering of the boats. 

The duplicate of application to register (forwarded to the registering officer) is to be 
transmitted by him monthly or otherwise to the office of public works (through the inspector- 
general of Coast Guard). 

As regards the numbering of vessels and boats engaged in fishing, it will be neces- 
saiy, in order to prevent the numbers becoming too large, to divide them into two classes ; 
viz. . __ - 

All vessels, hookers, wherries, smacks, and others navigated by sails with fixed masts 
and rigging, to be deemed the first class, and all yawls, row-boats, curraghs, navigated 
by means of oars or the occasional use of sails, to be deemed second class ; the number will 
therefore begin with each class, and be allotted according to application, and for this pur- 
pose two columns for numbers are inserted in the register ; a fee of 1 s. is to be charged 
for the registry of all first class or sail-boats, and a fee of ad, for all second class or row- 
boats. 

The officers at the several stations should not submit to the inspecting commanders the 
requests to register until they are satisfied they have the applications of a large majority 
.of the owners of the vessels and boats in their respective guards, and they are requested to 
use every exertion to induce the ovpners to come forward without delay, when the inspect- 
ing commanders will make arrangements for giving the letter and number to each boat; 
for this purpose they will be allowed to employ a clerk, upon the most reasonable terms 
they can procure one, as it is most desirable that no expense shall be incurred that can be 
avoided. 

The fees for the register are to be paid on the delivery of that document, and handed 
to the inspecting commander of the Coast Guard, who is to remit ' the amount to the 
Commissioners of Public Works through the Coast Guard office, by post-office order or 
otherwise.
